Defective Papers 
On Ray Trial May 
Delay Sentencing 


Lack Of Judgment 
In Minutes Found 
By Authorities 


• A '.'technical defect',' In the min- 
utes of the William Ruthes Ray 
rape trial here was discovered 
Monday .and A. P. Mays, trial 
judge, said it would delay Indef- 
initely the pronouncing of the 
death sentence against Ray. 
The minutes of the Thirteenth 
Judicial District court fall to In- 
clude the judgment returned last 
July 8 by a jury here—that Ray 
had been tried on a charge of 
raping a nine-year old girl 
in 
Fort Worth, April 8, 1948, had been 
found guilty and had been assess- 
ed the death penalty. 
Omission of the judgment from 
the minutes was discovered by 
county authorities Monday. 
Ray was tried here on a change 
of venue from Tarrant county. 
"We are confronted by some- 


what confusing questions," Mays 
said. 
"I am confident that 
it 
will cause material delay In car- 
rying out of the judgment" 
Judge Mays said the omission 
was caused by inadvertence. The 
omission was not discovered oy 
the justices of the state supreme 
court of criminal appeals, who af- 
firmed the death penalty on Ray 
on March 15 and denied him a re- 
hearing last week. 
"The immediate procedure «" 
the case is In the hands of state s 
oouncel," Judge Mays stated Mon- 
day afternoon.

For Boundaries Oi School District

The limits of the Corsicana inde- 
pendent school district remain the 
same as they were prior to Satur- 
day's .election, City Attorney Julius 
Jacobs said Monday. 


Any expansion of the school 
Voting Precincts 
In County Must 
Be Changed About 


The extension of the city limits 


of Corsicana, which voters 
made 
possible Saturday In the city elec- 
tion, will make necessary the re- 
shuffling 
of 
voting 
precincts, 
County Judge Joe D. Huffstutler 
said Monday. 


The duty of doing this falls 
to 
the county commissioners, and the 
statutes set the month of August 
as the time for doing such reshuf- 
fling. Huffstutler said. 


"There has been some talk of 
reducing some of the smaller box- 
es In the county for some time," the 
Judge said, due to the fact that 
some boxes have very few votes 
cast, and to the fact that Improv- 
ed transportation facilities In some 
of these areas would permit con- 
solidation, thus effecting a saving 
to the county. 


Huffstutler was of the opinion 
that Zion's Rest, which by popula- 
tion would be the largest sector to 
be annexed to the city under the 
present *ordlnance, might have to 
be a separate precinct In Its own 
right, which would give Corsicana 
five precincts. 
The area west of Corsicana which 
would be annexed might be 
In- 
cluded in precinct 3, and the areas 
to the' south and east that will be 
annexed would probably be added 
to the 
precincts nearest 
them, 
Huffstutler indicated.

Brannan contends this payment 
idea would mean cheaper food for 
consumers and assured income to 
farmers. 


2. Repeal the 1948 Alken law, 


which Is due to set up next year 
a flexible 60 to 90 percent of par- 
ity price support program for ag- 
riculture. 
Parity is a price cal- 


culated to give farmers a return 
for the crops In fair relationship 
to the prices of things they buy. 


3. Create a new parlty-of-farm 


Income system, as proposed by 
Brannan and support prices of 
major crops at 100 percent of that 
standard. 
This might mean for 
most crops the highest price sup- 
ports ever attempted by the gov- 
ernment. 


Prices of major crops now are 
supported at 90 percent of the old 
parity standard. 
These support 
prices are maintained through gov- 
ernment loans and purchases that 
keep price-depressing surplus crops 
out of the market. 


Under the administration's pro- 


duction payments proposal, prices 
of perishable crops would be per- 
mitted to drop to whatever "

By deed dated April 7, 1871, recorded in Vol. T, page 914, Mr. White conveyed 


to,the railroad certain property in order to help bring said railroad to Corsicana, 
being now Blocks Nos. 241 and 242, from Fifth Avenue to Sixth Avenue on the East 
side of Beaton Street.

On February 28, 1885, Mr. White executed and authorized to be recorded the 


Plat of what is known as "White's Addition" to the City of Corsicana, which includ- 
ed Blocks Nos. Three and Four, now Blocks Nos. 249 and 250. Said building is now 
located on L6t 32, Block 250. 


Mr. White moved to near Dresden in 1846. When Navarro County was organ- 


ized, he was the first County Clerk, and held that place for eight years:. When Corsi- 
cana was designated as County Seat, Mr. White moved here. He was appointed the 
first Postmaster of Corsicana, but as he was County Clerk, Hampton McKinney was 
made Postmaster.

On May 16, 1853, about 'twenty memjjprs of the Cumberland Presbyterian 


Church met under the guidance-of Rev. John Patton and organized the first definite 
religious movement in the then Village of Corsicana. The charter members 'of the 
first organized church were: R. N. White, James Kerr, Sr., Nancy Kerr, James R. 
Campbell, Lucy A. Campbell, Thomas Jackson, Nancy Byers, Jeremiah Cunning- 
ham, Polly Cunningham, Caroline Goode, Emeline Lindsey, E. R. Story, Margaret 
Story, E. C. Story, Martha I. Story, Savana (servant girl), S. H. Kerr, C. D. Kerr and 
Margaret Riggs.

Pay Taxes? 


The local Navarro County Electric Cooperative 


answers charges from various people that Electric Co- 
operatives do not pay taxes. This is to inform the misin- 
formed citizens of our local community as to how Rural 
Electric Cooperatives pay taxes and whom they are paid 
to, and to inform the public that Rural Electric Cooper- 
atives not only pay taxes as any other Corporation would 
pay, but that they are not subsidized by the Government 
and the taxpayer as to loans made by the Government to 
the Rural Electric Cooperatives and that interest and 
principal is paid back to the Government and in some cases 
interest and principal is paid in advance of date due. 


The Navarro County Electric Cooperative paid in 


taxes in the year 1948 as follows: State Ad Valorem Tax 
$327.08, County Ad Valorem Taxes $465.16, County 
Road Tax $169.33, District School Taxes $555.25, Na- 
varro Junior College Tax $49.04, Transportation Equip- 
ment Federal Excise Tax $322.09, State Tax paid on 
Equipment $53.80; a total of all taxes paid in the Coun- 
ties of Navarro, Hill, Ellis, Freestone and Limestone Coun- 
ties, as well as Federal and State taxes, including unem- 
ployment taxes, Federal Excise taxes and others was 
$2,757.73 for the year 1948. Total interest paid on the 
Cooperative loans for the year 1948, $17,838.99. As of 
May 2,1949 the Rural Electric Cooperatives of the Nation 
had paid to the Government in advance payments on notes 
that were not due $1,290,880.00. In Texas alone princi- 
pal and interest payments made by Rural Electric Cooper- 
atives on their loans total $15,046,692.00. 


It is unfortunate that some people are of the opinion 


that Rural Electric Cooperatives are subsidized by the 
taxpayer. In reading and examining the above figures you 
will see that they are not and that the Rural Electric Co- 
operatives pay their way as any other business in their 
locality and that Rural Electric Cooperatives, are locally 
owned and locally operated and by no means subsidized 
by the Government at the expense of the taxpayer. 


Rural Electric Cooperatives are making a real con- 


tribution to the Counties and the States in which they 
operate and it is most important that local citizens through- 
out the Country realize that electric Cooperatives have a 
place in the building of every community throughout each 
State.
